with  it  the  stinging  is  done.  It 
is  gcuorally  thought  that  there  ore  a 
great  number  ol  poisonous  snakes.  In 
North  America  there  arc  hut  three 
species — the  rattlesnake,  the  copper- 
hend  or  moccasin,  and  the  coral. 
There  arc  about  thirty  varieties  of  this 
species  altogether.  The  copperhead  is 
probably  the  most  dooeerous,  as  it  is 
icious,  and  never  givos  warning  ol 
any  kind  before  striking.  The  rattle- 
snake, though  more  poisonous  than 
cither  of  the  others,  will  rattle  ot  the 
approach  of  anything,  nnd  l~y  to  get 
away  unless  brought  to  buy.  The  coral 
ich  smaller,  and  is  a  native  of  tbe 
Sonthern  States.  The  bite  is  not  oec- 
ssarily  fatal  if  the  proper  remedies  arc 
used  in  tune,  as,  on  account  ol  its  size, 
tbe  quantity  of  poison  is  small.  When 
replSe  strikes  he  throws  his  whole 
body  Iorward,  and  the  faags  penetrate 
tbe  object  against  which  they  come. 
He  docs  not  jump;  the  hinder  part  ot 
the  body  remains  in  position,  nnd  none 
of  our  snakes  is  in  the  habit  of  reach- 
lore  than  hall  its  length.

Mohammedan  Chinese  wedding,  th* 
first  ever  attended  hy  foreigners,  I 
think.  Mitt  GarreUou  nuil  Miss  Dr. 
Murdock  were  «Uo  there.  The  wed- 
ding was  on  Wedeesdny.  Oj  Mondny 
our  teacher  (the  bridegroom  to  he) 
came  over  and  brought  tbe  invitations 
to  ns,  and  promised  to  scud  a  cart  for 
us  Wednesday  noou.  Then  the  ques- 
tion arose,  What  should- we  seed  them 
for  present*  ?-  We  thought  and  talked 
the  matter  over,  aud  finally  decided  to 
tend  two  handkerchiefs,  tome  stereos- 
copic viewa,  one  or  two  of  my  largo 
views  of  tho  Profile  House,  and  Uni- 
versal History  in  Chinese  by  Mr. 
Kheflield.  We  sent  them  over  tarly 
Wednesday  morning,  aod  prepared 
ourselves  for  the  wedding.  At  nhout 
hall-past  ten  the  cart  came,  and  we 
went ;  they  live  only  a  short  distance 
from  here.  We  fouud  Dr.  Murdock 
aod  Miss  GarreUon  nlrcady  I  here. 
We  sealed  ouraelves  and  they  imme- 
diately brought  on  soms  food  ,  this  the 
children  enjoyed  inimeusely,  much 
more  than  we  did.  We  wer*  ai  this 
time  in  the  room  of  tbe  bridal  party, 
but  were  told  that  ia  n  few  minutes  we 
would  be  invited  to  another  room. 
This  was  soon  dono.  We  were  then 
inlormed  that  the  next  thing  wonld  he 
the  arrival  of  the  bride.  We  had  to 
wait  a  fobg  lime,  hut  were  very 
pleasantly  entertained  hy  the  wifeol  Miss 
GarreUon  *  tencber,  a  brother  of  our 
teacher-  At  la*t  the  bride  came,  and 
we  were  hurried  into  a  retired  corner 
where  w«  could  see  her  euter.  Sho 
was  dressed  thorooghout  in  red,  with 
gilt  figure*,  th*  clothes  being  bound 
quite  tightly  shout  her.  She  bad  < 
hraas(  r)hat,  Irom  which  was  suspended 
a  little  red  veil,  covering  bor  feee.  She 
was  supported  hy  two  women,  o 
on  each  side,  and  taken  directly 
their  room.  She  no  sooucr  react 
th*  inner  room  than  men  and  children 
jumped  forward  and  smashed  In  tbe 
paper  windiw  to  tee  hor.  They  said 
that  was  a  Kalgau  custom,  oot  Molium. 
■sedan  Then  the  w.imeu  shut  tho 
inner  wooden  shutter*,  while  they 
should  ra-ailir*  the  bride.  The 

wedding  clothos 
ind  her  beir  covered  with 
Tbeo  the  shutters  wero 
opened  end  w*  were  taken  In  to  sec 
her.  She  is  supposed  not  to  under- 
stand anything  that  is  said  to  her  oo 
her  wedding  day,  bat  musl  stand  or  sit 
with  downcast  eyes  all  day  long  to  be 
gazed  at,  W*  then  ?ame  home,  to  re- 
turn In  th*  evening.  At  five  o'clock 
wo  wont  over  again.  Wo  were  pret 
•otly  taken  to  a  retired  room,  where 
we  could  see  everything  that  went  oo. 
After  a  little,  nur  teacher,  heautllnlly 
and  paid  his  reaper!* 
priests,  six  io 
number,  to  each  ooe  separately.  Then 
be  knelt,  with  bowed  heed,  on  a  rug 
before  them,  aod  tbe  priests  began 
ebenting,  one  alter  another,  in  Arehic. 
Jnstas  the  last  ono  finished  cbnotiog, 
they  grabbed  tome  walnuts  from  the 
table  eod  pelted  him  with  ihem ,  nod 
one  of  tbe  lamily  polled  aod  tugged  at 
bim,  bat  be  was  immovable.  Tho 
nou  wore  thrown  at  him  to  drive  solan 
away.  The  boys  sprung  for  the  wal- 
nuts. Then  he,  with  the  priests  in 
unison,  murmured  a  silent  prayer  (  ?), 
rubbed  tbe  bsods  down  the  body,  be- 
ginning et  tbe  bead.  He  paid  his 
respects  again  nnd  disappeared.  We 
saw  very  little  of  him  during  the  day. 
Before  this  we  bad  toon  the  marriage 
certificate  written  out  in  Arabic  on  red 
paper.  We  were  again  seated  on  the 
k'aug,  and  our  fen  jt  was  brongbt  io, 
consisting  of  tweety-five  kinds,  or 
courses.  It  is  almost  impossible 
for  me  to  cat  Chinese  food,  hnt 
most  of  this  was  really  very  nice. 
Yon  know  thcMohammodnas  do  not  cnt 
swine  flesh,  so  we  lml  only  beef  and 
chicken  tor  meats,  hnt  tbcy  wero  pre- 
pared in  various  ways.  By  ooe  course, 
I,  from  which  nil  were 
helped.  We  ate  and  talked,  went  to 
look  at  the  bride  onoe  more,  nnd  start- 
ed (or  home  about  half-past  8  o'clock, 
escorted  hy  two  servant*  carrying  two 
large  red  lanterns.  After  this  the 
teacher  (bridegroom)  was  allowed  for 
the  first  time  to  see  his  bride.  She  hnd 
300  mile*  to 
marry  him  ;  she  was  very  pretty,  and 
only  about  sixteen  yours  old,  while  he 
is  over  thirty.  She  bad  been  in  the 
city  several  days,  only  n  few  doors 
irom  his  house,  hut  nqne  ot  bis  family 
allowed  to  see  her.  The  Mo- 
hammedans ore  very  ucnt,  especially 
those  who  arc  well  to  do.  We  are  go- 
ing to  try  to  get  up  a  little  feast  fur  them 
convenient.

inciters,  that  theyetrnay  be  given  wis- 
dom to  trein  up  aright  "the  ronng  and 
risiug  generation."  This  drive*  away 
the  young  men  who  are  io  that  stele  of 
b*»twcenily  when  they  hardly  know 
whether  they  arc  men  or  not,  but  who 
leel  the  incipiency  of  coming  manhood 
nnd  don't  like  to  be  talked  down  to,  and 
out  they  go.

Another  County  Hoard  Front. 

It  is  a  raiuy  nftcntoon  so  will  scrih- 
blo  a  little.  We  aro  all  through  hnr- 
iting  hero  itud  thrcsliiug.  Have  not 
had  a  drop  of  rain, until  today  sluco  wo 
corumouccd  stockiiiB.  Never  havo 
n  better  time  for  harvesting.  All 
kinds  of  small  grain  as  good  as  expect- 
ed. Corn  looking  well  and  if  wo  have 
good  rain  aud  no  early  frost  shall  all 
have  somo  good  coru. 

Wo  were  all  threshing  ovor 
ijuire  Wells  last  week.    Ho  has  his 
land  rented  out  aud  thcro  w 

ol  hands  on  the  ground.  Thcro 
a  20  men  and  33  horses  there  nl 
once — quite  a  soeiable  picnic  for  a  uo\» 
couutry. 

0.  U.  Griocrhas  threshed  bis  erops, 
and  had  500  bushel  ol  oals,  90  of 
wheat,  120  of  ryo,  nnd  he  estimates 
crop  at  000  bushels,  aud  pota- 
toes at  125.  Has  dooo  tbo  work  him- 
self, though  ho  hnd  to  hire  some  in 
harvest.  But  he  hnd  a  reaper  and 
paid  it  all  hack  with  his  team.  You 
must  bear  in  mind  too,  when  you  read 
these  facts,  that  tivo  years  ago  Ibero 
was  not  a  houso  in  this  towoship  or  n 
foot  of  prairie  sod  hrokoo.  And  yet, 
tho  lace  ol  nil  tho  sbowiug,  somo  of 
the  neighbors  ore  sieker  than  a  dog, 
■yea,  verily,  sicker  than  two  dogs." 

Now  that  the  harvesting  is  over  we 
will  go  to  makiug  hay,  whilo  tho  new 
comers  will  be  putting  up  sod  stnblcs, 
pig  houses,  catllo  sheds,  and  hen  coops, 
for  the  dog,  &o. 

But  I  was  to  tell  you  something 
nbont  slock  raising  out  here.  New  I 
mnst  give  you  tho  dark  side  first,  nnd 
tell  yon  how  they  suffered,  tho  first 
winter  we  were  here.  A  half  milo 
from  mo  thcro  were  231  head  in  the 
fall ;  in  the  spring,  alter  n  bnrd  winter, 
he  had  9G  left,  thus  losing  138  head 
•inicr.  His  wns  a  small  ranch 
however.  McClurc^  in  this  county,  at 
the  homo  ranch,  started  in  tho  fall  with 
2200  head  and  lost  1200,  GOO  in  ooo 
storm,  and  on  his  range  a  hundred 
miles  west  of  here,  thero  was  at  the 
round  np  la  the  fall,  G000  head,  and  in 
ipringonly  600  lclt.  That  was  a  very 
winter,  and  it  canght  nearly  all 
if  the  boys.  Since  then  we  don't  henr 
many  dying.  They  have  all 
learned  that  slock  mnst  havo  plenty  to 
cat,  and  a  shelter  cveu  in  this  beautiful 
country. 

as  to  the  cost  of  producing  beef 
here,  we  will  take  a  cow  nnd  call  in 
the  spring,  and  will  suppose  for  tho 
time  wc  bavc  them  and  pnt  them  in  the 
herd ;  it  costs  81  for  the  season  ;  can  get 
tho  calf  wintered  for  83  in  the  herd  ;  tho 
next  summer  81  ;  wintered  again  83  -, 
tnra  it  out  bgnin  ia  the  herd  81 ;  and  in 
tho  fall  if  it  is  a  steer,  it  is  worth  835. 
Now  all  this  expenso  is  paid  for,  but  if 
man  has  his  own  posture  and  tiam 
id  mower  and  rnkc,  all  he  is  out,  is  bis 
labor.  I  am  wriling  now  ol  wbnt  a 
homesteader  can  do  if  bo  has  u  little 
capital  to  start  with.  Hut  some  prefer 
to  milk  the  cows  and  mako  butter  nt 
light  cents  per  pound,  than  rniso  skim 
ilk  cnlvcs  and  sell  Ibctn  in  tho  fall  for 
or  10  dollars. 

I  forgot  to  stale  in  coaneclion  with 
what  C.  II.  Grinor  boa  raised  this 
year,  that  he  bos  sold  81 50  wortft  of 
hogs,  has  25  hogs  left,  largo  and  small, 
and  has  six  steer*  2  years  old  to  sell 
this  UU  ;  they  are  worth  at  least  8200. 
II  ho  stall  lccils  them  thia  winter,  he 
expects  to  get  8100.  He  keep  his  pigs 
until  a  year  old,  uud  they  weigh  about 
250  lhsalivc,  nud  aro  worth  uow  I  1-2 
per  lb.  Su  you  can  see  that 
thero  is  *omc  profit  in  «|(,ck  ralsiug  out 
hero  if  they  are  taken  earo  of,  uud  there 
hod  luck.  Hut  wo  hrtvo  to  lake 
tho  bad  with  tho  gouil  everywhere. 
Slock  u  looking  well  at  this  time.  Wo 
abuiidaui-o  of  food  so  lnr, 
hut  our  rain  did  not  amount  tu  inneh, 
jmo  think  wo  will  havo  a  drouth . 
do  the  corn  may  bo  cut  short 
»ome,  although  1  have  nt  this  lime 
ripe  enough  tu  »avo  for  seed.  IV 
tati>c*  aro  good  »o  lur,  and'  ull  gurdou 
truck  looks  well.  My  rools  are  all 
Immeium  Watermelon*  ami  tomato*! 
«nonKh  for  all.  Shall  hart  twu  or 
throo  bushels  ol  plnias  fiom  need  I 
ilauled.  L'hii  li  the  first  ol  their 
bearlaK,  *H  wild  plums  ami  they  aro 
cry  good  ami  hirj/u.

"Neighbor  llryuut,  it  is  to  your 
reproach  that  you  have  disturbed  tho 
worship  by  cuteriug  lato,  liviug,  as 
you  do,  withlu  a  milo  of  this  place — 
especially  so,  siuco  hero  is  Goody 
Bnrstow,  who  has  milked  sevoa  cows, 
mitde  a  eheeso  aod  walked  five  miles  to 
tho  honso  of  God  io  good  soasou."

Hints  iu  tho  Vineyard- 

This  las  booo  a  rather  ualavor- 
ahle  seasoo  for  tho  grape.  A  Into 
sprlog  aod  a  cool  aod  wot  sommor 
have  retarded  the  growth  ol  tho 
aoil  the  fruit  is  10  or  15  days  bobiod 
ils  usual  condition  Io  mid  August, 
Four  weeks  of  good  weather  would  oot 
bo  more  thao  enough  to  ripen  the  crop 
to  its  propor  conditioo.  Tho  growth 
ol  wood  is  moderate  hut  healthy,  oud 
uo  mildew  has  touched  tbc  foliage  as 
yet.  The  great  want  is  heat.  Tho 
moisture  is  abundant.  Every  possible 
device  should  bo  osed  to  let  tbc  sua- 
shine  reach  tho  soil  oad  warm  the 
roots.  Tho  growiog  shoots  should  be 
stopped,  aod  the  vino  allowed  to  mako 

more  wood  this  scaaoo.  Brooches 
which  shode  tho  ground  aud  which 
bo  spared  should  be  cut  oway  ood  oil 
reeds  removed — ood  tho  grouod  clear- 
ed off  with  a  gardeo  rake  or  harrow. 
Do  oot  expose  the  fruit  to  tho  suo  ;  the 
bost  grapes  aro  always  fouod  in  tbo 
shodo  ot  tho  foliago.  Yet  if  tho  yioe 
is  carryiog  a  heavy  crop  it  would  be 
well,  io  view  of  tho  lato  seasoo,  to 
lightoo  it  by  cuttiog  away  ooo -third  or 
ooc-hall  of  the  huoches,  leaving  ooly 
tho  largest  aod  best.  This  would  give 
tho  wood  a  chouce  to  ripcu  aod  fruit 
huds  to  form  for  tho  next  year's  crop. 
— [E.  W.  Bull,  Concord,  Mass. 

Early  frosts  are  always  to  bo  looked 
it  for.  A  Concord  (Mass,)  vino- 
yardist  saved  bis  crop  from  the  frosts  of 
August  27-28,  lost  year,  hy  sprinkling 
lie  vines  during  tbo  latter  port  of  tho 
light  aod  early  morning  with  wntor 
from  a  bo  c.  Ho  was  able  to  cxblhit 
hunch  of  Concords  weighing  34 
onuccs.  Mr.  Asa  Howley  of  New- 
town, Ct.,  saved  his  grapes  by  burning 
:.,  on  which  tar  was  liberally 
sprinkled,  in  varioos  porta  ot  tbc  vine- 
yard. The  dense  smoko  effectually 
warded  off  tho  frost.  Wo  hopo  tho 
frosts  will  come  lato  this  fall,  hut  those 
who  bavo  valuablo  crops  of  small 
fruits,  tobacco,  etc.,  may  well  prepnro 
to  fight  Jock,  for  wo  "can't  sometimes 
»st  always  tell"  when  be  will  call. 

The  Small  Advertisement. 

Because  o  merchant  cannot  afford  to 
insert  a  half  column  advertisement  in 
newspaper  is  no  roason  why  ho 
should  not  ndvertisc.  All  heavy  ad- 
vertisers began  with  small  announce- 
ments. Tbo  groat  merchant  prioces, 
like  A.  T.  Stewart,  spent  ot  the  hegio- 
ning  only  small  sums  each  year— o 
certain  per  cent,  of  their  income.  It  is 
mistake  to  suppose  smnll  advertise- 
cots  aro  not  seeu.  They  aro  oot 
ooly  seeu,  but  as  a  rulo  read  by  all 
ibem  hccouBo  their  cootcats 
coo  be  tokco  at  a  glance.  Merchants 
who  do  oot  advortiso  should  try  tbo 
experimout,  especially  in  tho  dull  sea- 
son. Tho  public  will  not  seek  o  busi- 
ness man.  Ho  must  interest  the  public 
aod  mako  it  seek  him.

Fathers  aud  Sons. 

Ao  ancliooccr  is  uow  solliog  io 
Hroadn-ay  to  the  highest  biddors  the 
great  stock  of  a  bankrupt  dry  goods 
firm ;  but  the  sum  ohtainod  Irom  the 
sale,  together  with  the  other  assets  ol 
the  house,  is  likoly  to  yield  tho  credi- 
tors ol  tho  haokropts  ooly  a  smoll  pro- 
portion of  whol  is  due  them.  Yet  the 
houso  was  ooo  ol  tho  oldest  io  tho  trade 
iu  New  York,  aod  ooo  of  the  most 
rcspcclahlo  aod  most  trusted. 

It  was  a  case  where  sons  had  inher- 
ited from  their  fathers  a  splondid  busi- 
ness and  an  unhlcmislicd  credit.  Ooo 
general  ion  huilt  up  the  houso  from 
small  beginoiogs,  aod  gained  lor  it  o 
trodo  and  o  roputatioo  which  extended 
throughout  the  country;  the  ooxt 
generation  dissipated  that  trade  io  the 
courso  of  comparatively  fow  years,  ood 
hrougbt  the  firm  to  bankruptcy  and  tho 
vast  stock  of  goods  to  the  aurtiou  block. 
Tho  fruits  golhorcd  hy  the  fathers  were 
thus  speedily  scattered  hy  tho  seas.  A 
firm  which  ought  to  have  gaioed  io 
power  aod  credit  hy  the  lapse  of  years, 
dwindled  instead  in  importonco,  until 
finally  it  was  wiped  out  of  existence, 
leaving  o  large  proportion  ol  Its  liabili- 
ties unpaid. 

It  is  truo  that  tbc  house  encountered 
very  had  times  this  spring,  and  was 
unahlo  to  sell  its  paper  or  get  it  dis- 
counted at  the  bauks ;  but  the  old  firm 
had  passed  through  even  worso  periods 
of  business.  Ol  lato  years  too,  great 
chauges  bavo  tokon  place  in  tho  dry 
goods  trade,  changes  so  radical  that 
they  bavo  almost  rcvolotiooiied  tho 
husiness  in  Now  York  ;  hut  tho  house 
was  originally  built  up  by  tbo  ability  ol 
its  fouudcrs  to  meet  all  tho  necessities 
ol  tbo  trade.  Moreover,  younger  con- 
cerns hove  stood  tbo  strain,  and  now 
hovo  oo  unimpaired  credit.  Tho  foil- 
in  tho  dry  goods  trade  hove  been 
comparatively  few,  despite  the  many 
disadvantages  from  which  it  has  suffer- 
loug.  It  has  withstood  tho  shock 
of  declining  prices  with  rcmarknhlo 
firmness,  and  ether  booses  iu  tho  husi- 
ronkiog  with  this  bankrupt  con- 
cern havo  all  along  maintained  nml 
justified  undiminished  confidcucc. 

The  sons  do  not  seem  to  have  inher- 
ited along  with  tho  busiucss  the  ability 
manage  it.  They  wero  probably 
brought  up  under  tho  operation  of  cir- 
cumstances very  different  lrom  those 
their  fathers  had  lo  contend  with. 
They  were  surrounded  with  wealth, 
while  the  old  people  hod  to  fight  for 
their  dollars.  Tbo  younger  mcu,  very 
b'kely,  ployed  two  ports — that  of  men 
of  husiness  and  that  of  uicn  of  leisure — 
tho  founders  of  the  house  gave 
wholo  thought  .oud  eocrgy 
huildiug  it  np,  and  bod  their  greatest 
pride  and  pleasure  in  its  success.  They 
were  oot  gentlemen  of  leisure  ood  of 
elcgooce,  but  simply  dry  goods  mer- 
chants, who  looked  after  their  affairs 
ith  the  most  assiduous  care,  and 
could  oot  hovo  been  overtaken  uno- 
by  catastrophe,  as  their  succes- 
sors seem  to  Lnvo  been. 

This  wido  golf  ol  separation  between 
tho  habits  and  aspirntioos  of  the  older 
ood  younger  generotioos  is  froqoeot 

country,  aod  it  bos  become  brooder 
sioco  tho  ropid  increase  of  privato  for- 
tunes doriog  the  lost  quarter  of  a  cen- 
tury. It  is  not  improbable,  thcrclorc, 
that  wo  shall  hercaltcr  see  mooy  cases 
wbcro  the  unfitness,  tho  ncgligcnco,  nud 
tbo  folly  ol  tho  sous  hriog  to  ruio  tho 
great  bouses  established  by  the  industry 
and  prudcoco  of  tbo  fathers. 

But  there  is  compensation.  Fresh 
blood  and  fresh  industry  will  hove  tho 
better  chance.  Already  the  young 
mou  who  aro  traiucd  to  work,  and  who 
afraid  to  work,  aro  taking  tbo 
business  prizes  away  Irom  tbo  more 
fastidious  yooth  who  havo  hnd  a  softor 
rcariug. — fN.  Y.  Sua.

Kcccotly  publish- 
ed stotistics  show  that  whilo  tho  circul- 
ation ol  newspapers  throughout  the 
world  aggregates  tho  eoormous  number 
of  10,000,000,000,  it  ouly  averages  six 
and  «  boll  copies  o  year  to  each  iuliobi 
taut  of  the  globe.  This  is  assnmiug 
that  ooly  ooo  pojicr  goes  to  each  pur- 
chaser, but  sioco  it  is  oo  uncommon 
thing  lor  ooo  man  to  buy  soveral,  tho 
proportion  of  those  who  uover  buy  ouo 
usidcrably  increoiicd.  Kuropc  pub- 
lishes ID, 537,  whilo  that  woudorlul 
section  of  the  world  classed  as  "  North 
America "  follows  with  12,400.  The 
whole  of  Asia  can  iiuly  show  775  n 
coutrosl  tbo  moro  striking  beside  the 
benighted  South  America,  which  ruus 
cIomo  upon  that  vast  coutlucut,  with 
0911.  Africa  lags  bchiod  with  ouly 
'82,  the  modern  settlement!  ol  Ausint- 
asiu  in  iu  limited  urea  owniug  GG 1 .  Di- 
viding thcai  into  hiugunges  thcro  ore 
10,500  priutcd  iu  the  English  language 
7,350  in  German,  3,8;i0  in  French, 
ami  I, GOO  in  Spanish.  The  anuiml 
igart'guio  cimilutiou  lu  ihe  l'micd 
Slnlos  is  3,0011,000,000  u*  eouipnrcd 
with  2,2110,000,000  iu  Great  llrilain 
ami  Ireluml  giving  tho  Fuiiud  Sinlo* 
the  pouition  of  being  the  uiiist  voraci- 
ous devourori  of  newspaper  literature 
In  the  world.

When  tho  supply  boats  that  stonmed
